The St. Louis Star-Times will 
cease publication after today’s is- 
sue, it was announced today by 
Elzey Roberts, its publisher, who 
also announced sale of the news- 
paper’s name, good will, circula- 
tion lists, and production and 
distribution equipment to The 
Pulitzer Publishing Co. (Post- 
Dispatch) for an undisclosed price. 

Roberts said The Star-Times 
Publishing Company, of which he 
is president, retains and will con- 
tinue to operate radio station 
KXOK and affiliated radio enter- 
prises in the Star-Times Building, 
also owned by the company. 

Selected features from the 
Star-Times, including comics, will 
appear in the Post-Dispatch be- 
ginning Monday. 

The Post-Dispatch already uses 
all of the wire news services that 
were available to the Star-Times. 

Discontinuance of the Star- 
Times was announced by Roberts 
in the following statement printed 
in that newspaper today: 

“The Star-Times announces 
with regret that this is its last 
day of publication, The year 1951 
marks the fifth consecutive year 
during which ever-mounting labor 
and material costs have risen fast- 
er than the increased revenues 
necessary to meet them. 

“This situation presented the 
Star-Times with a dilemma: Let 
this process continue to sap the 
newspaper's strength for another 
few years or make some kind of 
combination with another news- 
paper or group of newspapers, 
which would create a publication 
of sufficient strength to combat 
successfully the demands of pres- 


ent-day conditions. 

“After exploring the situation 
from every angle and taking into 
consideration the interests of all 
concerned, we decided that the 
following arrangement is the best 
and we have entered into it. 

“We have sold the Star-Times 
name, good will, circulation lists 
and newspaper publishing equip- 
ment to the Pulitzer Publishing 
Company, publisher of the Post- 
Dispatch.

MISSOURIAN’S JEEP, 
BUDDY TOSSED OVER 
HIS HEAD BY MINE

(INS)—Pvt. Harry A. Williams, of 
Caruthersville, Mo., is one of the 
few men in Korea who can an- 
swer the question: What does an 
exploding mine sound like when 
you hit it? 

Williams and a buddy were tow- 
ing a jeep from a ditch four days 
ago. His buddy was backing onto 
the road in Williams’s jeep and 
Williams was standing between 
the two vehicles, holding a tow 
rope. The backing jeep rolled 
across an anti-tank mine. 

“I heard something go ‘Poof’ 
and felt something strike my 
forehead. It didn’t hurt. Then 
I saw the jeep, with my buddy in 
it, go over my head in a double 
loop,” Williams related. “His leg 
was under the jeep but wasn’t 
pinned there. Somehow that jeep 
landed on him without hurting 
his leg. He got up and we both 
walked away.” 

Williams’s buddy suffered only 
a broken arm and several cuts. 
The object which hit Williams in 
the forehead was a piece of 
shrapnel from the mine which

eep.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 15— 
The bill sponsored by the St. 
Louis city administration to pro- 
vide for establishment of land 
clearance agencies to promote 
slum clearance and urban reha- 
bilitation was passed by both the 
Senate and House today in the 
rush toward adjournment for an 
extended summer vacation. 
The measure now goes to the 


Governor for his signature. 
The Senate passed the biil by 


| a vote of 22 to 1, and the House 


approved, 91 to 16. The final 
version was a conference com- 
mittee report eliminating a crip- 
pling amendment which had been 
tacked on by the House. This 
amendment would have made es- 
tablishment of the land clearance 
agencies dependent on approval 
by two-thirds of the voters in 
— as well as small communi- 
es. 

The bill as finally enacted 
authorizes establishment by gov- 
erning bodies in cities or ¢oun- 
ties having more than 75,000 
population. Eliminated was a pro- 
vision which would have permit- 
ted the agencies to operate not 
only in a city but in an area five 
miles beyond city limits. 

Drivers License Bill. 

A substitute driver's license bill 
was passed by both houses today 
and sent to the Governor.’ The 
bill, agreed on last night by a 
joint House-Senate’ conference 
committee, compromised the dif- 
ferences between the two houses. 
meastre as approved 
clesely follows the Senate vers- 
ion. A major change would re- 
quire mandatory revocation of 
the license of a driver who 
caused a death by reckless driv- 
ing. Another change would re- 
quire examinations for driver’s 
licenses throughout the state. 
Uniform tests would be given by 
state highway patrolmen, high 
school driving teachers and driv- 
ing instructors furnished by 
safety groups. 

The House recessed this after- 
noon while the Senate was still 
working on the 1951-53 biennial 
appropriation bills. Before it quit, 
the Senate had to pass House- 
approved legislation authorizing 
state expenditures of more than 
$600,000,000 for the two-year 
period beginning July 1. 

Truck Fee Bill Postponed. 

Action on legislation to increase 
truck fees substantially and on 
Gov. Forrest Smith's bill to hike 
the state gasoline tax from 2 
cents a gallon to 3 cents was post- 
poned until after the summer 
recess ends Sept. 10. 

The damaging delay in the 
highway legislation was a victory 
for the truckers’ lobby, whose ob- 
structionistic tactics brought about 
the six-month deadlock in the at- 
tempts to make the big highway 
carriers pay their fair share of 
the highway costs. 

This lobby, which has been re- 
ported to have a slush fund of 
$50,000 to $200,009, caused the 
defeat of two fee-increase bills 
sponsored by the Governor. The 
administration measures would 
have hiked the truck fees about 
$8,000,000 a year. It was the braz- 
en activities of this group which 
rompted the impending House 
vestigation of lobbyists, which 
is to be made during the legis- 
lative recess. 

After beating the Governor's 
proposals, the truckers brought

TOKYO, June 15 (AP) — Large 
numbers of fresh Communist 
troops were reported digging in 
today on the rain-swept ridges of 
eastern Korea. 

Reds battled United Nations 
tank columns on the central front. 
The columns rumbled up two 


roads toward Kumsong, new Chi- 
nese base in the center. 

One patrol moved through a 
mountain pass to the Chupa area, 
nine miles south of Kumsong. It 
met only sporadi¢ fire. Another 
tank patrol clanked out of Kum- 
hwa, 11 miles west of Chupa, 
blasting at determined Chinese

To the southeast, North Ko- 
reans showered the Allied line 
with mortar fire, correspondent 
George A. McArthur’ reported.

In the Yanggu-Inje area Com- 
munist artillery sometimes set the 
hills ringing with continuous ex- 
plosions, McArthur reported. U.N. 
artillery replied by pounding the 
new defense line the Reds were 
apparently constructing north of 
Allied positions. 

Three battalions digging in on 
a single hill north of Yanggu were 
blasted by Allied guns. 

U.N. foot troops straightened 
their lines and probed Commu- 
nist positions all along the east. 
North of Inje the Allies pushed 
about a mile through intense fire. 
Officers said the fire appeared 
to be a delaying action to give 
other Reds time to dig in. 

The United States Eighth Army 
said patrols operating through the

Johnson said some of 
the material in the Defense De- 
partment’s files conflicted with 
things in the proposed draft. Be- 
fore publication of the final draft, 
Johnson said, he raised “the ques- 
tion of the political advisability 
of the document.” 

3. He regards as a “false docu- 
ment” the State Department 
memorandum of Dec. 23, 1949, 
which forecast the fall of Na- 
tionalist-held Formosa to the 
Communists and instructed em- 
ployes to discount the strategic 
value of thé island. 

4. He asked the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff to review the question 
of sending a military 
mission to Formosa in 1949 after 
a decision first in favor of it, and 
later against it. Johnson said 
he thought the decision 
sending the mission “was follow- 
ing political considerations and 
not the military security of the 
United States.”

CHICAGO, June 15 (AP) — 
Price Director Michael V. Di- 
Salle told midwestern cattle feed- 
ers in a stormy session yesterday 
that the cattle price rollbacks ~ 
nounced for Aug. 1 and Oct. 1 
would go into effect as planned. 
The discussion was punctuated 
at times by applause, boos, shouts 
and hoots. 

DiSalle met with nearly 300 
cattle feeders—men who fatten 
beef animals for the market— 
from Illinois and Iowa. ; 
Fred Willret of 
Malta, Ill., asked DiSalle if he 
would rquest feeders in the audi- 
ence to raise their hands to show 
how many had fewer cattle on 
feed now than a year ago. 
DiSalle declined, saying: “If 
I was here (among the feeders) 
*d raise my hand, too, regard- 
less.” His statement was greeted 


Cattle prices were rolled back 
0 per cent May 20. They. are 
scheduled to be rolled back 4% 
per cent on Aug. 1 and 4% per 
cent again on Oct. 1. 

“As far as we are concerned, 
Oct. 1 is the last rollback on 
cattle prices that we plan,” Di- 
Salle said. 

Meanwhile, another near nor- 
mal run of cattle arrived in mid- 
west. markets. Some livestock 
interests had said cattle would be 
withheld from the market in pro-

PrAlt Although Friday is a light trad- 
ing day, cattle receipts continued 
their spurt over a week ago. Re- 
ceipts were 6700 today at the na- 
tion’s 12 leading markets com- 
pared with 4708 a week ago and 
7166 a year ago.

total for the week to 136,600 com- 
pared with 109,777 a week ago 
and 163,580 a year ago.

18 RED JETS ATTACK

UNITED STATES FIFTH AIR 
FORCE HEADQUARTERS, Ko- 
rea, Saturday, June 16. (UP)— 


Eighteen Communist jet fighter 
planes attacked a single, unarmed 
Shooting Star reconnaissance jet 
today in the first appearance of 
enemy MIG-15s over Korea in 
nine days.

The total, 
which included both combat and 
non-battle losses, was 28,250 more 
than the adjusted figure reported 
through June 2. 

The Army estimated North Ko- 
rean casualties at 588,091, and 
Chinese Red losses at 555,270. 
The only exact figures on enemy 
losses were in the category of 
prisoners of war, totaling 161,361. 
Of this number, 15,270 were Chi- 
nese Reds and the rest North 
Koreans. 

Enemy battle losses were put 
at 827,000 and non-battle casual- 
ties at 155,000.

Our Program of National Defense; 
Full Pressure Is Yet to Come 


President Says N.A.M. Is Giving Old Song

WASHINGTON, June 15 (AP). 


The tezt of President Truman’s address to the nation last 
night on economic controls: 


I 


AM going to talk to you tonight about a real, practical down-to- 
earth problem that affects the daily life of every American. It 
affects your savings, your pocketbook and your standard of living. 


That is the problem of inflation and high prices. We have to 
keep prices down. This is hard to do. It is going to get a lot tougher 
as time goes on. The problem is going to be with us for two more 
years at least. It is important for us to face these facts, and do what 
has to be done to keep inflation under control.

Last April 1 sent to the Con- 
gress recommendations for im- 
proving and continuing laws for 
controlling inflation. For the last 


six weeks, committees of the Sen- 
ate and the House of Representa- 
tives have been busy holding 
hearings on the problem.

And very soon, both 
the House and the Senate will 
start to debate and then vote on 
the measure. 
This will be one of the most 
crucial debates the Congress 
has held in a long time. The 
way the issue is decided will 
have a direct, personal effect 
on every American—and it will 
affect the whole future of our 
defense effert and our chance 
to have peace in the world.

Here is another letter, from 
Mr. J. A. Pels of Cincinnati, O. 
Pels writes: 

“Dear Sir: 

“I am writing this in refer- 
ence to controls ...I am in 
my seventy-ninth year. I am 
retired. I have a fixed in- 
come * ¢*e 

“When controls were taken 
off the last time, the wise men” 
—by that he means the “know- 
it-alls” — “stated that every- 
thing would be cheaper. On the 
contrary, the prices jumped up 
so that it hurt. A $2 shirt cost 
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gram of national defense. 


The other day, Gen. Marshall 
told the Congress that price in- 
creases have added about 7 bil- 
lion dollars to the cost of the 
military equipment we have 
bought since the Korean out- 
break. This means inflation has 
cost us 7 billion dollars for arms 
alone in one year—and we still 
have most of our military equip- 
ment to buy. 
Think what this means in terms 
of the taxes we must pay. Think 
what this will mean in the future, 
if we let inflation run wild after 
June 30 

We've got to have a good, 
strong inflation-control law on 
the books if we are going to 
get through this emergency 
successfully. 
Some people have the idea 
that, if the fighting stopped in 
Korea, we could cut down our 
defense effort enough te do 
away with the danger of infla- 
tion. That is not true. 

We would need controls even if 
the fighting in Korea stopped to- 
morrow. The threat of Commu- 
nist aggression is world-wide, and 
must be met. with world-wide 
defenses. We are carrying on a 
tremendous mobilization program 
which is absolutely necessary to 
prevent the Soviet rulers from 
starting a third world war. 

Government spending for de- 
fense is going to increase very 
fast in the next few months. 

And the more money the Gov- 
ernment spends on defense the 
greater the danger of rising 
prices. Controls are absolutely 
necessary, for at least the next 
two years, no matter what hap- 
pens in Korea. 

Everybody should understand 
that the price rises we have had 
so far are only curtain raisers to 
what will come along if the Con- 
gress fails to pass a strong price 
control law. 

Up until now, there have been 
no real shortages of civilian goods 
to push prices up. Price increases 
so far have been due mostly to a 
wave of buying by business men 
and consumers who were afraid 
of shortages and wanted to get in 
under the wire. 

This buying wave pushed prices 
up so rapidly that in January the 
Government had to put on a gen- 
eral freeze of prices and wages. 
This was a rough, emergency 
step, but it did check the price 
rise. As price controls took hold, 
people gained confidence and the 
buying wave subsided. 


Since February, we have been 
building up our price and wage 
control organization and improv- 
ing our emergency controls. Most 
prices have held steady. A few 
have gone up slightly, but many 
have gone down. Many retailers, 
caught with overloaded shelves, 
have been starting bargain sales 
to get rid of the merchandise 
they acquired in the buying rush 
last winter. 

Prices look steadier now than 
at any time since last Septem- 
ber. This makes some people 
think the worse is over. But 
that is just not so. 

The full force of inflationary 
pressure is still to come. 


Military production is just now 
getting underway on a big scale. 
The output of civilian goods is 
just now beginning to be serious- 
ly cut back. 

In the next few months, as 
shortages of civilian goods de- 
velop, the danger of inflation will 
become more and more serious. 
It will take the hardest, toughest 
kind of controls to keep prices 
from going through the roof. Un- 
less we have a good strong law, 
we won't have a chance. 

Some people are telling the 
Congress now that we can get 
along without price, or wage, or 
rent controls. They call them 
“direct” controls and say they are 
bad and should be wiped out. 
That’s the way the National 


Snyder Urges 
Full Trust in 
Economy of U.S. 


Addressing Bankers 
He Calls for Free 
Use of Individual 
Incentives. 


BALANCED BUDGET and a 
broad anti-inflationary pro- 


enable the American economy to 
defend itself and meet a rising 
tide of inflationary pressure, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury John W. 
Snyder said here last night. 

The budget already is better 
than balanced, he told the Illinois 
Bankers’ Association in conven- 
tion at Hotel Jefferson. He said 
that the fiscal year which ends 
next June 30 will show a surplus 
of revenues over expenditures of 
more than three billion dollars. 
“Taking the last five years as 
a whole, a budget surplus of seven 
billion dollars will have been 
achieved,” he said. “This is the 
largest Federal Government sur- 
plus for a five-year period in the 
history of the country.” 

The program to combat infla- 
tion, he went on, must make full 
use of “the free institutions, the 
incentives to individual effort and 
the incentives to individual sav- 
ing which built the American 
economy.” 


Likes Voluntary Measures. 
Snyder gave emphasis at sev- 
eral points in his address to the 
effectiveness of voluntary mea- 
sures to combat inflation. He 
commended the bankers for 
pledging support to a voluntary 
credit restraint program, predict- 
ing that this would “provide an- 
other brilliamt illustration of the 
ability and willingness of Amer- 
ican citizens to protect the foun- 
dations of our national strength.” 
With regard to savings, he 
spoke of the need for voluntary 
effort and said that the situation 
calls for a “nation-wide determ- 
ination to save more.” 

“All that is required today is 
that our people retain full trust 
in the productive powers of the 
American economy,” he declared. 
“This involves, of course, giving 
full co-operation to a national

GIANT PUMP STARTS 
IN COLUMBIA BASIN 
IRRIGATION PROJECT 


COULEE DAM, Wash., June 15 
(AP)—A giant pump, taller than 
a six-story building, forced tons 
of water uphill yesterday and 
started an historic federal irriga- 
tion project. 

Reclamation Commissioner 
Michael Straus, speaking at first 
water ceremonies, said it will be, 
eventually, like a new state added 
to the Union. 

The water hoisted 280 feet from 
the Columbia river yesterday was 
only a symbolic drop in the buck- 
et of what is to come. Twelve 
pumps ultimately will be in place, 
capable of carrying about 8,000,- 
000 gallons every minute to dry 
land above the river bed. 

It will be next summer, how- 
ever, before water reaches the 
first 87,000 acres of the vast Co- 
lumbia basin project. It will take 
that long to fill the 27-mile long 
reservoir. 


The pumps are the biggest ever 
built. and are powered by the 
world’s biggest motors with elec- 
tricity produced by the world’s 
largest dam. 

‘By 1959, about 500,000 acres 
will be irrigated.

But the Asian catastro- 
phe is not inevitable if he re- 
ceives assistance from the demo- 
cratic West, especially the United 
States, for his herculean task of 
modernizing underdeveloped In- 


dia. 
No Red Scare in India. 

Nehru warned Lilienthal that 
India did not share the “hysteri- 
cal fear” of Communism or the 
Kremlin which he thought per- 
meated America. Thus, neither 
he nor his associates could dep- 
recate the “upsurge for inde- 
pendence, of nationalism, which 
has swept China, Burma, Indo- 
china and elsewhere,” strengthen- 
ing the Asian tie, he said. 


“India and China have a still 
further bond of common experi- 
ence (than painful histories of 
cruel exploitation by foreigners),” 
Nehru continued. “Both suffered 
from feudal land systems which 
oppressed the small man and en- 
riched the great landlord. The 
Chinese Communists and Chiang 
Kai-shek both promised to change

To the Star-Times 


As announced in the news cotumns through « 
statement by Elzey Roberts, its publisher, this 
is the last day of the St. Louis Star-Times. 
A good newspaper has fallen victim to the 
steadily mounting costs of newspaper production. 
_ The passing of any newspaper is cause for 
regret. The passing of the Star-Times is all the 
more regrettable since it has been a good news- 


‘ paper. Few American cities have had journals 


which have been so readable, se alert and so 
diligent in attention to community, state and 
other needs as has been the Star-Times in St. 
Louis. | 

The Star-Times and its predecessor newspa- 
pers have recorded history and they ‘have at 
times helped make that histery through journal- 
ism that often has been enterprising and cour- 
ageous. 

In origin, the Star-Times traces back to the 
St. Louis Sunday Sayings, which made its bow 
May .4, 1884—the year Cleveland was to defeat 
Blaine for President. The Sunday Sayings be- 
came the Evening Star-Sayings four years later. 
After a period as the Star-Chronicle, beginning 
in 1905, it reappeared in 1913 as the Star, under 


‘ the ownership of John C. Roberts, father of 


Elzey Roberts. It* became the Star-Times in 
1932, after its purchase of the St. Louis Times. 

Among its honors in this span of 67 years, the 
men and women of the Star-Times doubtless 
prize most the medal from the University of 
Missouri “for distinguished service in journal- 
ism,” presented at Columbia a year ago. The 
citation read: 

To the St. Louis Star-Times in recognition 
of its editorial incisiveness, independence 
and thoughtfulness; its alert news service, 
intelligently designed to serve the people 
of its city and region; and its outstanding 
record of enterprise in the production of a 
modern newspaper. 

The Star-Times earned this accolade. Its re- 
porters and editors have kept a watchful eye 
on City Hall and State Capitol. They have been 
quick in covering the news generally. As for 
independence, the Star-Times’ record shows that 
it has supported both Democratic and Republi- 
can nominees for the offices of President, Gov- 
ernor and Mayor. 

Why then is a newspaper which has been 
noted for energy and forthrightness passing 
from the scene? Mr. Roberts gives the answer 
in his-statement. For the past five years rising 
costs of production have outstripped increases 
in the Star-Times’ revenue from circulation and 
advertising. And so the Star-Times has been 
sold to the Post-Dispatch and after today ceases 
publication. _ 

This trend toward fewer newspapers was reg- 
istered earlier in St. Louis when the Star itself 
purchased the St. Louis Times and before that 
when the Globe-Democrat bought the St. Louis 
Republic. 

Many other cities have experienced even more 
of this trend. For the number of daily news- 
papers has been declining steadily since 1910, 
A peak of 2600 daily newspapers in the country 
40 years ago has dropped to 1897 in the last 
calendar year. 

Those newspapers which have survived eco- 
nomic pressures are, however, vastly improved 
in facilities for gathering and presenting the 
news over those of a generation ago. This every 
adult newspaper reader knows. Even so, the 
fact remains that fewer newspapers mean fewer 


‘ voices in the formulation, assembly and expres- 


sion of public opinion. 
That is why the passing of a newspaper is sad 


_and why the passing of a good newspaper like 


the Star-Times is doubly so. 
A salute to those who have made the Star- 
Times an esteemed name.

Why Postal Reforms Are Needed 


Postal employes have asked Congress for a 
justifiable pay increase. Their request ought 
to encourage reforms in the mail service, 
which has been running a fat deficit. 

The postal workers have not had a pay in- 
crease since 1949. Their wage scale runs from 
$2670 to $3670, and it takes 11 years to reach 
the top figure. Bills have been introduced in 
Congress to lift the scale and cut the il-year 
grade system, but a Senate subcommittee has 
approved only part of the request, amounting 
to an 8.8 per cent increase. 


This would fall far short of covering the rise 
in the cost of living and does not change the 
excessively long grade system. But if the postal 
workers’ full request were granted, it would 
add $300,000,000 to postal expenses, and the 
1952 appropriation bill already contemplates a 
$521,000,000 deficit. What can be done?

TO MISS HENNOCK, who is the first woman to 
be appointed to the federal bench in this region 
and only the fifth in the nation, the nomination 
is the climax of a brilliant legal career. 


“Naturally, I am thrilled,” she said. “Every 
lawyer always hopes to become a judge. It is the 
highest calling known to the profession.” 


But she has been mentioned for a judgeship so 
often that when the appointment finally came, she 
thought it a hoax. 

“I was called out of a meeting at the FCC,” she 
said, “and when I answered the phone, someone 
said this is the White House, and you have just 
been nominated for the federal bench. 

“And I said—and honestly I blush now—I said 
‘Don't kid me!’ and hung up. And then Les Biffle 
(secretary of the Senate) called me up and said, 
‘Frieda, no one’s kidding. The appointment is 
yours.’ Even then I could hardly believe it. I knew 
there were 10,000 applicants for the appointment 
and that no one outside of India Edwards (head 
of the women’s division of the Democratic National 
Committee) was rooting for me.”

MISS HENNOCK, who was born in Poland 46 
years ago and who was brought to this country 
when she was 5, is a confirmation of the old 
American success story. She worked by day and 
studied law at nights in the Brooklyn Law School, 
from which she is a graduate. 

At 23 she was New York City’s youngest woman 
lawyer. 

It is no secret that this blonde bombshell made 
enough money in the law to keep her in silks, 
sables, couturier clothes and a Park avenue apart- 
ment. An extremely feminine woman, her home 
was always handsome and she entertained charm- 
ingly. 

Three years ago she closed the apartment in 
New York and moved to Washington when Presi- 
dent Truman appointed her to the FCC. She has 
often been a stubborn and powerful minority of 
one. Single-handed, she waged the good fight to 
force the Government to reserve 209 new tele- 
vision channels for educational purposes.

IT IS TYPICAL of her capacity for hard work 
that after going to Washington, she studied en- 
gineering for more than a year, while carrying on 
her heavy duties at the FCC, in order to under- 
stand the intricacies of radio and particularly tele- 
vision. 


Over the phone, Miss Hennock said that “a judge 
must be humane and understanding. I think those 
are two of the most important qualifications in 
the judicial make-up. He must be patient and 
helpful, and at all times do his best to achieve 
true justice. 

“The law is not a vacuum,” she added. “It moves 
with the times. There is an old saying that ‘The 
Supreme Court reads the election returns.’ Well, 
so do the other courts. Law must keep abreast of 
the times. It cannot be stationary.” 

And it probably won't be with Hiss Hennock up 
there on the federal bench, a sight for the sore 
eyes of tired jurymen.

Jake and the Lady — as 
Lou, but not any more. yone 
who expects to find the Alaska 
of today a place where strong 
men rust from the gold and lust 
that sears the northland soul is 
in for something of a surprise. 

Alaska today bears about as 
much resemblance to Alaska of 
the gold rush days ag the St. 
Louis of today does to the St. 
Louis of the steam-boating days 
of Mark Twain. 

“Alaska,” says Herbert N. Hil- 
scher, “is growing up.” Hilscher 
is a man who should know. He 
is author of an authoritative book 
on Alaska called “Alaska Now” 
which is in its seventh printing, 
he is a member of the Alaska 
Development Board appointed to 
work out a program for the eco- 
nomic development of the terri- 
tory, and he is public relations 
director of the University of 
Alaska. His father went to Alaska 
in the gold rush, and Hilscher 
himself has lived there on and 
off since he was four years old, 

He is a little impatient with the 
popular conception of Alaska as a 
rough, tough territory, a picture 
which seems to linger in the pub- 
lic mind thanks largely to the 
prose of Jack London and the 
poetry of Robert W. Service. 

“All that hokum about Dan 
McGrew and the Lady known as 
Lou is long gone,” says Hilscher. 
“Walk down the main street of 
Fairbanks and its just like walk- 
ing down the main street of any 
town of 10,000 people here in the 
States. Go inside a store and 
you'll find the same brands of 
pork and beans and tomato soup 
on the shelf. The people in Alas- 
ka today are just like the people 
in St. Louis. As I have to keep 
telling everyone, we wear the 
same kind of clothes you do, and 
we pull our pants on the same 
way.” 

Hilscher came to St. Louis to 
visit Washington University as 
part of a survey he is making of 
extension work among several 
leading universities. The Univer- 
sity of Alaska, which is his pri- 
mary interest these days, fol- 
lowed closely by several other 
interests such as statehood for 
Alaska and economic develop- 
ment of the territory, has some 
400- students at the school and 
more than 1000 extension stu- 
dents scattered over the territory. 

Roads and transportation being 
what they are, the extension de- 
partment of the University of 
Alaska is an important one, and 
becoming more so every day. So 
Hilscher has beem learning all 
he can in the States about not 
only the usual extension courses, 
but new developments. such as 
audio-visual teaching. “The idea 
being,” he explains, “that if stu- 
dents can’t get to the university, 
we'll take the university to them.”

The University of Alaska, situ- 
ated a few miles out of Fair- 
banks which is in the heart of 
the territory, is in the most north- 
erly of American schools. It is 
just 100 miles from the Arctic 
Circle and the temperature some- 
times drops to 55 below zero. Yet 
in the years since it was started 
in 1922 it has grown from a one- 
building institution with six stu- 
dents to a 19-building institution 
with some 400 students on the 
campus and the afore-mentioned 
1000 extension students. And it’s 
still growing. 

One reason was the war. It put 
Alaska on the map as a polar 
frontier, Hilscher explains, and 
it brought thousands of young 
service men to the territory. 
Those who learned to like Alaska 
came back, many of them_to at- 
tend the university as guests of 
Uncle Sam. 

The university is a land grant 
college and it confers degrees in 
liberal arts, science, agricuiture, 
business administration, home

economics, education, mining and 
civil engineering. — 

The academic standards are 
high, but it is one of the few 
schools left in the country where 
boys and girls can still work their 
way through. The entire cost is 
$800 a year, a sum which can 
easily be earned in the summer 
time in Alaska, Hilscher explains. 
Girls are needed all the time as 
stenographers, file clerks and 
what not, and the boys can get 
the jobs on any of the many con- 
struction projects in the terri- 
tory.

T concedes, and pretty cold. But 
they are broken up by winter 
sports. The students have the 
same campus and social activities 
found in colleges everywhere, in 
addition to which they have ice- 
skating and skiing and dog-sled 
racing.

Savings are going to be essen- 
tial to prevent infiction, 2 xd thev 
also will be essential to tide us 
over the period during which we 
will be attempting to return to a 
normal civilian economy but on 
an expanded scale. Some of this 
slack will be taken up by aid to 
underdeveloped countries, but 
there probably will be more which 
will have to be taken up in this 
country. That can best be done 
by buying savings bonds and de- 
ciding to commit ourselves to a 
program of future spending. 

In so doing we may possibly 
lose some of the mongy we saved, 
but at least we can feel that we 
have spared our government what 
might prove to be serious losses 
for them as well as for ourselves.
